This Office action is responsive to the amendment filed on 3/04/03. 

1. Claims 1-2, 5-8, and 12-22 are allowed and renumbered as 1, 10, 2-9, and 11- 
17, respectively. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of: 
a) the second chip directly mounted on the first chip with an adhesive, as recited in 
claims 1 and 2; b) the base member being laterally spaced apart from the first chip, as 
recited in claim 1, and c) a non-compliant filler layer provided between the second chip 
and the substrate to support the second chip, as recited in claim 2; especially when 
these limitations are considered within the specific combination claimed.
